Sanitary report of Bio de Janeiro. 

Bio be Janeiro, June 9, 1896. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended June 6, 
1896 : 

There were 4 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 6 ; 12 from 
yellow fever, a decrease of 11 ; 4 from smallpox, an increase of 3 ; 7 
from beriberi, a decrease of 2 ; 4 from enteric fever, an increase of 2 ; 
46 from tuberculosis, an increase of 15. From all causes there were 291 
deaths, a decrease of 12. I think there is a decided improvement in 
the sanitary condition of this port, all the zymotic djseases declining 
except smallpox, and the small increase in the number of cases and 
deaths from this disease may only be temporary. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been inspected or 
received bills of health from this office : June 2, steamship Straits of 
Dover, British, for Santa Lucia, West Indies, and steamship Mona, 
British, from Buenos Ayres for New York ; June 3, barkentine Moses 
B. Tower, American, for New York, N. Y. ; June 6, steamship Cole- 
ridge, Belgian, for New York ; June 8, steamship Salerno, German, for 
New York ; June 9, bark Nordstgernan, Swede, for Mobile, Ala.
